ſutely 2 certain liquor upoti che Imape: 
T hey took cherh borh , and broughirehem 
to the Caſtle, with the Ifrjiage aid the 
Itquor , whete being Examined tlie cauſe 
of rheſe deeds, they conteſled, thier white 
the Image was roaſting , the King tieve? 
ceaſed ro ſwear, and while they tecited 
their Charms, he never flept ; 41d thar

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asthe wax melted away, ſo theKing con- 
ſumed-, and -would dye after all was 
ſpenc,.as the Devil. had informed them 
moreover, that they were hired, to do 
this, by thoſe of AMoravis. Theſe things 
ſo incenſed the hearers, that they cauſed 
them both immediately to be burnt, with 
the Image ; at which very time, (as af- 
terwards it was known) while this pa- 
fled ar Forres, the King was caſed of his 

ain , and reſted that night withour 

weating , and the next day his former 
ſtrengrh returning, he grew better, and 
lived long after in. as perfet health as 
ever he had been. before ghis calamiry 
happened unto him. 

Gulielmus Malmesburienſis Monachu , 
writes in, his Hiſtory, that there were in 
rhe time of Peter Damon , two 014 women 
living 4n the waythar leads to Rome , that 
kepranlinn, and that as oft as they had 
any ſingle paſſenger, they turn'd him into 
an Aſs or Hog, and ſold him to the Mer- 
chants; at Jaſt having for their Gueſt a

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Aſs, who by theifirangeneſs of his Ati- 
ons ( for his underſtanding was-nothing 
altered). drew many paſſengers to . the 
houſe, ; and. by this means they gained 
greatCuſtome, and no {mall advantage 
at laſta neighbour of theirsproffered great 
ſumms: of money for him , and ar: length 
purchaſed him,  buc, with this caution, 
that be was :never'to! ride him- into'the 
Water, which for ſome time was punu- 
ally obſerved: bur the: Aſs getting one 
day at liberty , ran'into rhe nextPool of 
water ,. where after he had cooled him-

Ornelizs Aprippa the great Magict- 
an', going one day out of Town 
from LZouain where he dwelt, lefr 
the Keyes of his Study with his wife, 
charging her ſtritly ro ler no bodygoin 
but tt hapned ſo that day, that a yo 
companion of 4grippa, a Schollar, an 
having ever had a curioſity to {ce fome of 
this Negromancers books , came to- the 
houſe ; and with much importunity gai- 
ned the keyes; then entring the room and 
viewing the books, he perceived a Ma- 
mſ{cript of Agrzppa's among(t the reſt, as 
ir were a compendium of them : this he 
reads, and in ſhort ſpace raiſes an ill. fa- 
vour'd Devil; who entring the ſtudy , 
asked what he would have tnat he call'd 
him ſo; the young man unexpcrienced , 
frighrned, and ignorant whart to (ay, was 
choaked by the Spirit and left dead ” 
the

the ground. Agripps not long after re- 
rurns home, and finds the Devil dancing, 
and ſhewing tricks npon the houſe top ; 
at which, aftoniſhed,he goes into his Sty- 
dy, 3nd finds the dead body, .which he 
commands his ſpiric to enter, and carry 
ro the place where the Stydengs. uſet x0 
meet, ; .this being done and. the ſpirir 


quicting the body, it fell down and-was' 


buryed for dead, having ſome marks 
only of Grangulation about the Throar. 
Bur nor long after the' matter was diſco- 
vered, and Agrippa for ſatry fled ro Lor- 
rTAaln. St _- 

There was 1n the Emperor Afgximil- 
ans Conrr, a famous Negromaicer (as 
Authors affirm) who at his command, 
and promiſe of pardon and reward, took 
upon him co thew the ſhapes of the three 
orcat Warriers, Hefor , Achilles, and 
King Dattd , upon, condition of filence 
when they appeared: and the Emperor 
he places in the midftof his Magick Cir- 
cle, ſeats him in his Throne, and after- 
wards reading and murmuring certain 
Charms our of his Pocket-Book, he de- 
: _” ſires 
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 ._ 
ſiresfilence, Hefor then knocks at the 
door {ſo vehemently, that the wholg 


- houſe ſhook, and tie door being opened, 


he came in, with a bright. Speer 1n his 
hand, his Eye hery, and his Scarutc ex- 
ceeding other mens. Nor long after 
in the ſame Majeſtical poſtture, came in 
Achilles, looking fiercely rowards Hegor, 
andofren ſhaking his Speer, as though 
he would have invaded him. Thus ha- 
ving shrice paſſed by the Emperor, and 
made Obeyſance, they vaniſhed. Af- 
rerwards came in King Dautd.1n his 
Crown and Princely Robes, with his 
Harp 1n hits hand. His countenance was 
more gracious then thar of the other two; 
and he paſſed likewiſe thrice by the Em- 
peror , but wichour Reverence to him, 
and went away. | 

The Magcran: being asked by the Em- 
peror, why King Dauid denyed him the 
rc{pect the other rwo gave, anſwered, 
thatall things were ſubjeR to his King- 
dom, toraſmuch as Chriſt ſprang from 
him. |

1ame 24agio7an being near Tarent, and 
ſeeing an Ox eating in a field of Beans 
called to the herdſmanto drive the bea 
from eating the Beans. Bur the ſnrly 
clown made anſwer, he might chaſtiſe 
him himſelf if he would, as he uſed to 
whip his Boys. Whereupan Pythegor as 
eaking cetrain magick ChataQRers oh 
rtheground, and murccering ſore Charms 
ro umſelf, cauſed che beaſt ro come our 
of rhe Beans, as if it had been endued 
with reaſon; and ever after ir refuſed the 
Yoke, and retired to Tarert, living a- 
mong'rhe inhabitants, and taking het 
food from the hands of Men, Women, 
and Children. 
A certain Magician at Madeburg, was 
ns'dco ſhewa Jittle Horle to the people 


tn the Market place for money, com- 
manding 
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manding it todo many rare thipgs which 
always 1c pertormed. \Buc complaining 
one day to the people in the end of bus 
ſhew, that he bad got very Jittle, that 
the times were very hard, and the like, 
he wiſht that he were in heaven : then 
throwing up the bridlc into the air, the 
horſe followed it. ; and he, as it he would 
have ſtayed it by the tail, was carryed 
up. alſo : bis witecatched, hold of him, 
his maid of her, and all fly up into the 
air like fomany hoks of a chaty, Now 
while the people were looking and won= 
dring at it, a certait, Cuizen came. tO 
the multitude , and underſtanding 
the matter, affirmed that be met but 2 
lixtle bee RS ro his 1ng. 
Tothis purpoſe Nderins alſo reports,that 
in the ycar 1045, a certain Magician, in 
England, was icen to mount.on a black 
horſe on a. Sabbath day, and to be cat- 
ryed away through the air. 

Henry the third King of France, bad 8 
brochercalled the Duke of 4lezzgn,, who 
came to, Exgleyd farmerly to be a. ſuitcr 
t@ Queen Elizabeth, in whole retinue

was the, Valiant Buſidamboyes who took 
the Dukes parr, berween whom and the 
King was a perpetual fued The Kinz, 
therefore by nature timerous and {uipi- 
cious, was always afraid of this valianc 
rſon, and afcer his recurn into France, 
Neviſcd ſeveral means re take him out of 
the way. Amongſt the reſt coming by 
night our of che Louwre, he was (er upon 
by ſeventeen armed and appointed men, 
yes behaved himſelf fo ftoutly, that he 
killed five of them, and made his eſcape. 
The King ſeeing he bad miſt of him, and 
that ever after he ſtood upon his Guard, 
utintryal another way. For there be- 
ing aconſtanc reportar Court that ' Buſſi- 
damboyes was in favour with the Earl of 
AMonſurrous wite, he ſent for an 1talian 


Negromancer, famous at that time, and 


called Triſcal:;zo.Of him he enquires it he 
could ſhew or deciare ro him, what B«Yi- 
danboyes was then doing , which the 
Magician after certain conjurations ſhew. 
ed him ira Glaſs,where was Buſidamboyes 
in bed with a Lady. Hercupon the 
King ſent for his Courticrs, amongit 

| 4 whom 
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whom was the Earl of A44o0nſorrou at that 
time, and a>ked it they knew that Lady. 
The Earl mbch abaſed, replycd, itwas 
his wife. _Then ſaid rhe King, 1 will 
have no Culckolds to be my Courtiers. 
To which the Earl made anſwer, that to 


. hinder what was done was not 1n bs pow- 


er, but tharit was inthe Kings, to give 
him leave coavenge himſelf, which he 
earnelt]yrequeſied. The King glad to 
be any waysrid of 5ufſidampoyes, gave his 
aſſent, and tiie Earl poſted away imme- 


| diarely to his own houſe; and coming 


betimes in the morning to his wife, as 
ſhe lay inbed, offered her the choice of 
three things, eicher a draughc of Poyſon, 
a Dagecr to kill her ſelf, or to write 
ſuch a Lercer as he would diQate to her. 
The miſcrable woman terrified with the 
rhoughts of death, conſented tothe Lat- 
ter; and, according to her tusbands 
diftating, ſent for Buſſidamboyes, whoſul- 
pected noching, co come umo her. In 
the mean time the Earl concealed him- 
ſelf inthe houſe, armed with fix more, 
and behind the Curtainsin her cham ber. 


. Boſſidambeyes 
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Buſſudamboyes came not leng after 5 and 
oftcring ro gaup fairs in his accuſtomed 
manger, was deltzed by a Page, fer far 
that purpote, to leave bis Spurs and his 
Sword below, becauſe his Lady was 111, 
and che leaſt note difturbed hero; Thi 
be did, nor miſtrufting what would fol. . 
low ;, but a5 fgaon he entred the Cham- 
ber, the Ladygave a ſtgn, and all rufbr 
in upon him. Nevercheleſs , being of 
anundauntcd courage, be took the fartt 


chai be found, and fo behaved himſelf | 


with that weapon, by reaſon of hits 
gxcat ſtrength, thar he kild two of them; 
and chen being wounded in divers places, 
he leape out of the window 1nto the Gar- 
den. Bur fell by misfortune upon a pole 
thar prop'c up @ Vine, and there ſtnck 
faſt by the Ereeches, which the Conſpi- 
ratars. perceiving , ran down and made 
ag end of him there. The Negromaucer 
according toche Kings promiſe, had his 
pardon, and being asked, by the King, 
heaw many Witches be thought were 1n 
his Dommions,avlwered above a hundred 
thouſand which he knew, and. of whom 
be was Maſicr. $

Mr. Baudouain de Ronſſey , in his Epi* 
ſiles, gives us this Relation ; thar in Off+ 
brook neer Utref a place in Holland, dwelt 
a certain Negromancer , whoſe ſervant 
obſerving thac his Maſter went conftant- 
ly on cettain nights into the Stable, and 
laid hold on the Rack, reſolved to do 
' the ſame noknown to his Maſter, and ſee 
what would be the event, Thus follow- 
ing his Maſter who was gore h:alf:an hour 
before into the ſtable, and returned no 
more; he Jaid hold. on that-parr of the 
Rack, and was poſted immediately, he 
knew not how, through the aire, cl] at * 
laſt hetound himlelt, in a Jarge Cave, a- 
mongſt an Aﬀembly of Wicches. His 
Maſter aſtoniſhed and angry art his com. 
ing, fearing alſo leaſt by this means, their 
nofturnal meetings might be diſcovered , 
asked+ the counſel of the reſt concerning 
him ; *twas agreed upon ar laſt to receive 
him, and make him ſwear ſecrecy. This 
the poor. fellow out of fear did, and pro- 
miſed whatſoever elſe they deſired: at - 

laſt , when the time of departure came, . 
they reſolved he-ſhould be carrycd back,

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becauſe he had ſworn co be of the Socie- 
ty, and tothatend his Maſter took him 
upon his back z but intheir way through 
the air, a; they came over a Lake , his 
| Malſterfcaring eo be diſcovered by him, 
and finding this opportunity, let him tall, 
pO therein to have drowned hitm and 
Hicd him in the tnudd ; yet Providence 


permitted not the youth tobe drowned , 


or his fgll to be deadly , for the abun- 
 danceofRuſhes and Sedge , ſaved its vio- 
lence, and there he lay with no great

buryed publickly. Not -long after this 
ſad Funeral, Machates paſſing by,came and 
lay at the houſe, tro whom Ph:linzon ap- 
peared, being alone in his chamber , aſ- 
{ering ſhe was not dead, but had raiſed 
that report to deceive her fricnds ; inſo- 
much that they both lay thar night to- 
gether, and he gave her towards moOr- 
ning at her departure his Ring in token 
of his love , and in recempence ſhe gave 
tim another : while theſe things chus 
paſied, a ſervanc that lay in the next 
Chamber , hcaring Ph:1in0ns voice, ſup- 
poſed 
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poſed really that ber Maſters daughter 


. was alive, which ſhe conſtantly affirmed 


for truth : her Maſter deſirous ro know 
the certainty of it, found means .to-get 
che young man to ſtay longer ar his Houle, 
and cauſed perſons ro watch every night 
in the next chamber ; ar laſt, hearing her 
voice, they went into the chamber, and 
ran towards the bed, where ſhe Jay, to 
embrace their daughter : bur the Spirir 
ſaid, O cruel Father and Mother, fince 
you hindred me to enjoy this youth 1n 
life, you can expect no kindeſs from me, 
and lo now I leave you. At which words 
the ſpirit went out of her, and her car- 
caſs fell down in the bed, Her tomb was 
immediately after opened, bur nothing 
tound there, ſave the ring the Forreſter 
gave her, which the ſpiric had letr. Her 
body was ſeen, as likewiſe the tomb, by 
thouſands of people that came to ſee the 
truth of this admirable accident, And 
at laſt by the counce1 of the Divine Hilo, 
the dead body was carryed our of Town 
and buryed. Burt Machates by this acci- 
dent was ſofrightned, that he fel} ſhoxt-

Another no leſs admirable Hiſtory, 
we find of at /zcubxs, who, inthe ſhape 
of Policrates, was cregted-Prince of the 
e/Etplians, and was marryed toay 
Lady of Locres, with whom after he ha 
lain three nights, he vaniſhed, and was 
no more feen by the people, The Lady 
brought forth for her Child, a manyſtrous 
Hermephrodite ; at which her Parents 
being aſtoniſhed, . aflembled the people, 
the Prieſts, and Diviners , to conſult 
what ſhould be done with 'the Child, 
or rather Divclith off-ſpring, and ar laſt 
it was concluded ir ſhould be burne. But 
then Policrates the Father appeared again, 
ina mourning garment,and, with threats, 
demanded his Son, which betng denyed,

I ram excepting the' head , and vaniſhr.

a horrid noiſe, flew away with the win- 
dow of the chamber. And the woman 
at thefright , was delivered of a horrid 
Monſter , which the Midwives, leaſt ir 
might bea reproach torhe Family, burnr 
upon a ptle of wood immediately. 

In the year 1480. as the fame Au- 
thor affirms, a Merchants Ship was go- 
ing to Flanders to Traffique, when on a 
ſudden, there aroſe ſo vehementa Storm 
tharthe Maſt was broke, and great da- 
mage done to the reſt of the Tackling , 
inſomuch that nothing could be expe&ed 
bur preſent deſtrufion.

Aving hitherto in ſome manner, 

H eaves the as of evil and cur- 
& S{(cd Spirits, *twill be reaſonable, 
that before I conclude this Treatiſe, I 
give you ſome account, of thoſe bleſſed 
Angels, which God oft times, for rea- 
{ons beſt known to himſelf, hath cauſed 
ro appear unto men, and to diftinguiſh 
the one from the other, there are rhrce 
ways of diſcovery, The firſt is accor- 
ding to Jamblic:s d' Myſtertjs , that the 
good never appear in any phantaſtical 
thape, nor ſtrive to deceive us, ar offer 
$3 ro 
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to councel us in wicked matters Evil 
angels on the contrary, appear always in 
firange ſhapes ; and although ſomerimes 
they firive to imitate the Children of 
Light, to bethought Angels of God, yer 
becauſe of their evil nature, if deſired to 
doevil, they willingly conſent toit, and 
are unconſtant, and'unftable in all their 
ations. The ſecond rule to diftinguiih 
chem, is, that the works of unclean Spi- 
Tits, -profit no body, as to make a ita- 
rue walk, an image ſpeak, and the like, 
AS Simon the Sorcerer, it ſaid to have done : 
bur thoſe of Divine Powers, allway con- 
tribute to mans good, thus our Saviour 
made the Blind ſee, the Lame walk,caſt 
out Devils; and the like did the Apo- 
ſtles, which Simoz Magus could not do. 
Thirdly, they are diſcovered according 
to Athanaſime by St. Antony, from their 
manner of appearing. For the aſpe& of 
evil ſpirir is terrible, their noiſe horrid, 
their ſpeech ſordid ; when it hapneth thar 
our mind 1s terrified at their f1ght, and 
our ſences ſtupified. Ar their departure 
likewiſe, they terrify us moſt, and al- 
Fs . way 
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way leave a noyſome ſcent behind theme 
But the Holy and bleſſed Spirits appeat 
with a meek and gentle countenance, fo£ 
they never ſcold nor brawl , but bring 
joy and hope toa penitent ſinner ; foraſ- 
muchas they came from God , the Au- 
thor and Fountain of joy; nor is out 
mind troubled much at the ſight , but is 
rather Uluminated, and deſires forrh- 
with to leave this carthly Tabernacle, 
and to haſten with what it ſeeste an c- 
ternal manfion ; and as the Angel chat ſa- 
luted the Virgin, that ſpoke to Zachs- 
7145, that told the Shepherds concerning 
our Saviours birth, that they ſhould nor 
fear; . ſo they remove all fear from us, 
and leave us in ajoy unſpeakable

|  Andreading many Holy Authors, he 
found in Pho the 20, de ſacrifices , that 
a good and you man, could offer no 
better ſacrifice tro God than himſelfg 
whereupon he offered his ſou} to God : 
from which time forward , he had 
dreams and viſions full of admonition g 
ſometimes to corre this or that vice , * 
] ſometimes to give notice of enſuing dan= 
gers, other while to ſolve ſome great di. 
'» ficulty, as well in divineas humane af. 
fairs. Amongſt the reſt of his dreams , 
he heard a voice ſaying to him, I will 
| faverhy ſoul, Iam the ſame thas hitherto 


hath 
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hath' aþpeared unto thee. Aﬀterwards 
dayly--about three or four a clock in the 
morning , the Spirit knock'd at his door, 
but when he roſe and opened it he ſaw no 
body. Thus the Spiric continued every 
day, and never ceaſed knocking till he 
aroſe ; this put him in fear ic might be 
ſome evil ſpirit , wherefore he never cea- 
ſedin his Pr to defire God to ſend 
his good Angel, ſinging Pſalms and Pray- 
ſes ro God continually. Upon this the 
ſpirie manifeſted ic ſelf to him as he wart- 
ched one night, by ſtriking gently upon a 
glaſs veſſel that was in che room , which 
very much aſtoniſhed him; two dayes 
after he hapned to entertain his friend 
the Kings Secretary at dinner , who was 
much affrighted ro hear the Spirit knock 
on a bench that was near him ; inſomuch 
that he was forced to declare the whole 
matter to him : and from that time ever 
after, the ſpirit waited on him , admoni- 
ſhing him alwates by ſome ſeniible ſign, 
ſomerime by pulling his right car , it he 
had done any evil; asalſ{oit any onecame 
to deceive or cheat him , his right car was 
| pulled 
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pulled, and the lefr, .it good men on hoZ 
veſt deſigns : likewiſe if he went co'eart 


and drink any evil , he was admoniſhed : 
codeſiſt, if good, toproceed, And as - 


often as he went to praiſe God in Pſams 
and Hymns, or to meditate on his won- 
derful works, he was ſtrengthned, and 
contirmed by an extraordinary 'and ſpi- 
ritual power. And to the end he might 
diſcern the better, his inſpired dreams, 
from thoſe that proceeded cirher from 
the remperamenr of h1s'body, or pertur- 
bation of his mind ; he was wakened by 
the ſame ſpirit , about rwo of the clock, 
after which time he ſlept again, and 
dreamt thoſe that were tyue , which ad= 
moniſhed him of what be was rodo, and 
beljeve , concerning thoſe things of which

he doubred. Sothat from that time for- 


wards, nothing hapned to him of which 
he was not forewarned 5 nor did he at a- 
ny time doubt of any thisg to be beleived 
or rejected , bur he was certified concer- 
ningir. Wherefore he choſe one day in 
the week particularly ro prayſe God, and 
ſcldome went out; if pcradycature he

| did, hewas alway ſceato be of a joyful 
countenance, according to the Scriptures, 
Vids facies ſanflorum letas ; but if in dif. 
courſe: and converfation , with others , 
there paſſed any evil ; or if at any time he 
omirred his Prayers, he was admonithed 
Of it-1n his ſleep :_ if he read in any evil 
book he was pulled foftly by the ear till 
he laid itdown , and was hindred from 
- doing atty thing prejudicial co his healch; 
bur chiefly he was admoniſhed to riſe ear- 
ly, and if at any time heflept late, he 
heard a. voice fay,, who will riſe firſt to 
yer> he way warned allo to give 
Alms, which the more be did, the bet- 
ter did things proſper under his hand; 
once when his enemies came by water to 
take away his lite, he dream'd his fa- 
ther bought him pwo horſes, a redand a 
white one, therefore he gave order thar 
ewo horſes ſhould be bought , and al- 
though he had ſaid nothing to his ſervant, 
concerning their colour , nevertheleſs he 
bought two of thoſe colours. Now the 
reaſon why he never ſpoke to this ſpirit, 
was, becauſe he had once deſired ir, and 
on 
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on the ſuddain it ſtruck ſo vehemently a- 
ainſt the door, as if it had been with a 
let, whereby he ſhewed it was ur 
pleaſing to him , the ſpirit alſo never per- 
mitted him to read or write lopg , and 
often he could hear a ſmall ſhrill voice, 
bur not diſtinguiſh what it ſaid : nor did 
heever ſee this ſpirit in any Hanes but of 
a certain clear light , inaround {quare ar 
circle : once only when he was 1n great 
danger of his lite, and he had inceſſantly 
pray'd to God to favehim z about mor- 
ning, as he lay in his bed , he faw a boy 
in white garments of excellent counte= 
nance and form.
